We do 


not fully millet-stand the management 
of miik and the science of making and 
preserving bntlvr and cheese and other 
edibles prepared from milk. Many of 
our dairies average not more than', 100 
gallons of milk in a year, although we 
have cattle in the country able to yield 
1,000 
gallon?. 
H'e are seidoiu able (o 


obtain much more than 1,30 pounds of 
butter in a year, although we have cow s 
in the country able to yield MOO pounds. 
We consider 500 pounds of cheese a 
good average, although we have cows 
which will produce 1,000 pounds, 
la 


all these points \ve have to improve, 
and have yet to discover, among other 
things, why two animals fed on the 
same rations and kept under similar 
circumstances differ iu th«ir yields of 
milk. 
Referring to extra uses of skim 


milk, Prof. Long has made a novel sug- 
gestion, which is worthy of consider- 
ation by those concerned. It is in refer- 
ence to the use of skim mi'k instead of 
water in the making of bread. Exper- 
iments have been made with this object 
in view, and it ha.s been found that a 
four-pound loaf would require a litllo 
more than a pint of milk, most of which 
would be evaporated in ihe process of 
baking, but it would add to the bread 
two and a half ounces at least of tuo 
flesh-furming fo d which the milk con- 
tains, thus materially improving its 
feeding value; and what, perhaps, is of 
more importance to the pnblie, it adds 
to its tastiness. and it is the generally 
agreeable quality which, as bakers have 
admitted, would enhance its appreci- 
ation by the publ c at large. 
A cent a 


loaf extra would enable the farmer lo 
receive eight cents a gallon for hia 
milk. This is a question which refers 
rjot so much to the poorer as to the bet- 
ter classes; they would no doubt duly 
appreciate, and gladly buy, an improved 
article of this kind if the bakers would 
take it in hand. — Philadelphia Record.
